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Analy sis of book reading hab­ 
its, annou nced by Dr. Ralph Ty l­ 
er, of Ohio State Univ ersity , a 
resu lt of a three-y ear stu dy , 
showing 
stenographers 
and 
clerks read more books than bu s­ 
iness ex ecu tiv es, will come as no 
startling rev elation to many . 
Preference 
of 
stenographers 
for romance and glamou r, and 
clerks for my stery and adv en­ 
tu re, is entirely u nderstandable, 
and placement of ex ecu tiv es at 
the bottom of the list of book 
readers may well be du e to the 
fact that ex ecu tiv es mu st confine 
their reading, throu gh lack of 
time, to topics germane to their 
bu siness. 
Aside from prov iding statistics 
for au thors and pu blishers, the 
report holds more than a hint 
for those who draft school cu r­ 
ricu la, in the finding that stu ­ 
dents forced to read classics drop 
that ty pe of reading immediately 
on gradu ation. An appetite for, 
rather than a su perflu ity of, 
classics seems to be a need. 
That stu dents read more books 
in high school than in college, 
and both 
grou ps more 
than 
adelts, is neither a pessimistic 
sign nor an indictment of the 
cou ntry ’s literacy as a whole. In 
a streamlined age books, 
and 
particu larly those with contents 
of a heav ier natu re, fail to hold 
the appeal of more concise pre­ 
sentments.

Smith, whose rev elations of the 
appallingly insanitary conditions 
responsible for New York’s ty ­ 
phu s fev er ou tbreak in 186 4 re­ 
su lted two y ears later in the 
city ’s establishing its first reg­ 
u lar board of health. Yet at that 
time M anhattan proper had a 
popu lation of nearly 9 00,000. 
For the great adv ance in hy ­ 
giene and sanitation throu gh in­ 
v estigation, edu cation and regu ­ 
lation the major share of the 
credit belongs to this association. 
It has taken a leading part in all 
prev entiv e and cu rativ e meas­ 
u res for pu blic health better­ 
ment. Nev er relax ing in its ef­ 
forts, it has scores of commit­ 
tees at work, stu dy ing problems 
of sewage disposal, water pollu ­ 
tion, nu trition, school health, in­ 
du strial diseases and the like. 
The association’s work is writ­ 
ten large on the record of pu blic- 
spirited serv ice.

Ov er a score of news writers 
and photographers staffed the 
trial, which attorney s estimated 
wou ld continu e two or three 
weeks du e to a weight of ex pert 
testimony . 
Common Pleas Ju dge Charles 
Bell annou nced no photographs 
nor telegraph instru m ents wou ld 
be permitted in the cou rt room. 
W agner’s death prompted an 
inv estigation which reached to 
Denv er and Colorado Springs, 
Colo., where au thorities delv ed 
into circu mstances su rrou nding 
the death Au g. 1 in a Colorado 
Springs hospital of George Oben- 
doerfer, 6 7, a moderately wealthy 
Cincinnati cobbler. 
Wagner and Gsellman became 
v iolently ill in Mrs. H ahn’s com­ 
pany or shortly afterward, and 
Obendoerfer was accompanied 
west by the indicted woman, 
the wife of a telegrapher. 
Du ring a police inv estigtion, 
her hu sband produ ced a half- 
empty bottle, which chemists 
said contained a dru g fatal in 
doses of six to 20 drops. Tests 
of the v isceras of Wagner and 
Gsellman, chemists reported, in­ 
dicated the presence of poison. 
Hahn told Ou tcalt he ob­ 
tained the bottle from his wife 
du ring a family qu arrel.

Most observ ers hav e predicted 
su ch a session in mid-Nov ember, 
bu t the president has withheld 
a decision u ntil completing a 
canv ass of the farm situ ation 
with Secretary Wallace.

Roosev elt wou ld ask congress to 
reassemble before Janu ary dis­ 
appeared last Friday , in the opin­ 
ion of many Washingtonians, 
when the federal crop report es­ 
tim ated the second biggest cot­ 
ton harv est in the nation’s his­ 
tory .

The cou rt denied motions by 
Albert 
Lev itt, 
former 
federal 
ju dge in the Virgin Islands, and 
Patrick Henry Kelly , Boston a t­ 
torney , who asked the cou rt to 
determine Black’s legal qu alifi­ 
cations for the post. 
Chief 
Ju stice 
Hu ghes 
an­ 
nou nced the cou rt’s ru ling to a 
packed cou rt room. Black, sitting 
with his colleagu es, m aintained 
a solemn demeanor. 
The Lev itt motion was denied 
on the grou nd it disclosed “no 
interest u pon the part of the pe­ 
titioner other than that of a citi­ 
zen and a member of the bar of 
this cou rt.” Su ch an interest was 
held to be insu fficient to w arrant 
the cou rt’s hearing Lev itt’s chal­ 
lenge. 
The Kelly motion, the cou rt 
said, was “denied” in v iew of ac­ 
tion in the Lev itt petition. There 
was no indication of any div ision 
among the ju stices ov er the ru l­ 
ing. 
Dismissal of the challenges 
gav e Black a clear title to his 
seat in so far as present legal ac­ 
tions are concerned. Lev itt, how­ 
ev er, has indicated there may be 
others. 
As fa r a s the number o f ca ses 
a cted o n wa s co ncerned, this wa s 
the big g est da y o f the co urt y ea r. 
Mo st o f the petitio ns tha t a c* 
cumula ted during the summer 
recess were a ffected. 
In attacking Black’s eligibil­ 
ity , Lev itt contended the retire­ 
m ent of Ju stice Willis Van De- 
v anter, whom the new ju rist su c­ 
ceeded, did not create a v acancy . 
Lev itt asserted Van De v an ter 
wou ld hav e to resign and sev er 
his connection with the cou rt 
completely before there wou ld be 
a v acancy . Retired ju stices now 
are su bject to du ty in lower 
cou rts. 
He also argu ed that Black was 
barred constitu tionally becau se 
he was a member of the senate 
which increased 
the 
“emolu ­ 
m ents” of ju stices by perm itting 
them to retire at fu ll pay of 
$20,000 a y ear when they became 
70 and had serv ed 10 y ears. 
Kelly contended the retire­

Nipponese fighters m ight quickly b ring tha t ag­ 
gressive and dangerous little nation to its senses. 
Japan needs export markets in order to take 
care of its enormous population of industrial 
workers. A serious depression in Japanese in­ 
dustry would quickly create such unrest in Ja ­ 
pan that the military classes would lose prestige 
and following among their own people. 
Let the peace societies of our country and of 
the entire world use the weapon they have at 
hand, an aroused pub lic opinion directed in pro­ 
test against b arb arism more savage than any­ 
thing known since the time of Genghis Kahn. 
This plight prove to dangerous and aggressive 
nations tha t unprovoked and savage warfare 
does not pay. 


IN THE CAUSE OF PEACE 
It is less than a century since Commodore 
Perry opened Japan to the Western world. For 
centuries it was an isolated island kingdom, 
medieval in its social and economic structure, 
quaint, picturesque, and b ackward. 
But during the latter part of the nineteenth 
century Japan b egan to emulate the development 
of the rest of the world. It was always said of 
the Japanese that they are great imitators. This 
ab ility to adopt the discoveries and industrial 
methods of advanced nations quickly placed J a ­ 
pan among the world’s great powers. It is all an 
amazing national accomplishment. Today Jap­ 
anese goods are sold on almost every counter in 
the entire world. Her industrial machinery is 
efficient, her b usiness policies are effective. 
But astute as the Japanese are, they have 
failed1 to realize the importance of pub lic opinion 
and world-wide good will. The b arb arous prac­ 
tices pursued b y the Japanese military dictators 
in China are already producing an effect. In 
England a nation-wide movement is under way 
to b oycott Japanese goods as a protest against 
the indiscriminate slaughter of women and chil­ 
dren in the war against China. In other na­ 
tions a feeling of resentm ent is arising. Many 
Americans will now refuse to use an article 
stamped, “Made in Japan.” All that is needed 
to create an effective b oycott in this country is 
an organized propaganda. 
Here is a weapon which, we b elieve, might b e 
effectively used in the cause of peace. American 
peace societies that concern themselves over 
ROTC training in colleges and urge disarma­ 
ment in our nation in the face of a warlike world 
might serve the cause of peace much more ef­ 
fectively if they would direct some attention to 
the job of mustering pub lic opinion against the 
practices of aggressor nations which cause war. 
An organized propaganda in America against 
everything made in Japan as a protest against 
the b arb arous and inhum an tactics employed b y
